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Prefatory Note 


The thrilling history of the Catholic Church can be traced in many different ways. The 
professional historian tells it in the written words of his scientific account of things which have 
been attempted, said or done. The archacologist tells much of it, at least, through the study and 
reconstruction of the monuments of successive periods of Church history. A notable part of the 
history of the Church can be told in terms of art, coins, stamps, even photographs in these re- 


cent generations. 


Brother Gerard Brassard, of the Augustinians of the Assumption, has chosen to present, in the 
series of books beginning with that to which I have the honor to contribute this prefatory note, that 
considerable part of the history of the Church in the United States which can be gleaned from a 
somewhat unusual source, the heraldic shields chosen by American bishops in accordance with 


longstanding custom. 


Brother Brassard would not presume to play the role of a professional historian. Indeed, his 
remarkable talents and prodigious energies have been devoted to non-academic interests and 
apostolates. He has served as the secretary to a distinguished Canadian prelate and as_ the 
zealous agent of many Canadian and American bishops in the promotion of pilgrimages. Within 
his own religious community he has put to constructive work his talent for and devotion to the 


liturgy, together with whatever pertains to the sanctuary and ceremonies. 


In his unusual career as thus sketched so briefly, Brother Brassard has acquired an interest 
in ecclesiastical heraldry as a fascinating aspect of the way in which the personalities of the 
Church’s prelates and the history of their times reveal themselves. Some years ago he decided 
to gather together all of the armorial bearings of the American hierarchy and to publish these, 
together with such biographical and historical data as would set them in their proper contexts. 


as symbols marking the spread and growth of the Church in this country. 


The tragic tornado which struck Worcester in June, 1953, destroyed the accumulated work 
of many years in Brother Brassard’s study. Undaunted, he ransomed from the ruins of Assump- 
tion College, as many pages of notes and reproductions of episcopal arms as could possibly be 
salvaged. He then set promptly to work in the task of restoring what was lost and completing 


what was only partly begun.

He is now ready to offer to scholars and to the general public the results of his prodigious 
research. Although, as we have noted, he is not a professional scholar, it would be very difficult 
to call work so systematically done and so monumental in its accomplishment merely “‘amateur.” 
In the root sense of the word, however, it is true that Brother Brassard has labored as an 


“amateur,” that is, as one who works for sheer love of the task. 


I count it a privilege to introduce by this prefatory note the first published volume of what 
will undoubtedly prove, when it is finally completed, one of the most original sources for the 
student of Church history in these United States. Despite the very real advantages which the 
Church enjoys under the civil traditions of our country and the welcome degree of freedom 
Catholicism has enjoyed here, the history of the Church in this land, as everywhere, is largely 
one of battles for God and the gospel. Brother Brassard gives us here the coats of arms of the 
spiritual captains under whom the battles have been fought in our country. Around these proud, 
but, please God, not arrogant shields, the priests and people of Christ's Church in the United 
States have rallied with a generosity and fidelity of which God alone could be the source and 


of which He alone is the ultimate Historian.

In 1780 Nathan Cushing was appointed a committee to prepare a 
seal, and its description was adopted. In 1880 it was reapproved 


as the arms and as the design of the seal. 


An Indian, dressed in shirt and moccasins, holds a bow with his 
right hand and an arrow with his left. Above the Indian’s right hand 
is a five-pointed silver star. By law, the wreath is blue and gold, but 
on State publications it is gold and blue; on it as a crest is a gold 


right arm, the hand grasping a broadsword. 


The motto: “Ense petit placidam sub libertate quietem.” It 1s 
the second of two lines presumably written about 1659 by Albergon 
Sydney, an English patriot, who had served under Cromwell, in the 
Book of Mottoes in the King’s library at Copenhagen. Massachusetts 
translates the motto: “By the sword we seck peace, but peace only 
under liberty.” John Quincy Adams made two translations of both 
lines, the one in 1842 being more literal: 


This hand, the rule of tyrants to oppose, 
Seeks with the sword fair freedom’s soft repose. 


The motto was adopted in 1775 by the provincial congress as a 


message to England. 


Around the seal, 214 inches in diameter, are the words Szgillum 
Reipublicae Massachusettensis, “Seal of the Republic of Massachu- 


setts.” 
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ARMS OF THE ARCHDIOCESE OF BOSTON, 
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BLAZON — Azure, a cross fleurettée or, in base barry-wavy of five 


azure and argent, issuing from a mount of three coupeaux of the second. 


SIGNIFICANCE — In the arms of the Archdiocese of Boston the 
“trimount” (or “mount of three coupeaux’’?) is symbolic of Boston, 
the original name of which was Trimountaine, in reference to the three 
hills on which the city is said to have been built. In the early chancery 
documents, Boston was called “Tremontinensis.” The cross fleurettée 
is in honor of the Cathedral’s name: The Holy Cross, and a reminder 
that the first bishop of Boston and other early ecclesiastics were natives 
of France. At the base the “barry-wavy” is an allusion to the fact that 
Boston is one of the most important seaports of the country and was 


populated by people arriving here from across the sea.

ARCHDIOCESE OF BOSTON 


(Archidioecesis Bostoniensis ) 


) Situated in the State of Massachusetts, one of the original thirteen states of the Union, 
bounded on the north by New Hampshire and Vermont; on the west by New York; on the 
south by Rhode Island and Connecticut, together with the Atlantic Ocean. The native inhabi- 
tants of Massachusetts were Algonquins of various tribes. The first authenticated visit of a 
European explorer is that of Gosnold in 1602; although there are traditional accounts of the visit 
of others, particularly Norsemen under Leif Ericson, some 600 years earlier. The 102 pilgrims 
from Plymouth, England, landed in Provincetown Harbor, November 11, 1620, and established 
their settlement at Plymouth in December of the same year. Massachusetts Bay and Plymouth 
were consolidated under a new charter in 1692, with the territory of Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont forming part of the original province and so remained until 1820, when the State 


of Maine was set off from Massachusetts. In 1780 its Constitution was adopted. 


Boston is the capital of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The site of what is now the 
city of Boston was visited in 1621 by Captain Myles Standish to establish friendly relations with 
the Indians. The founding of Boston dates from September 17, 1630, when the Court of Assist- 
ants of the colony meeting at Charlestown, decided ‘that Trimountaine, the site chosen for the 
settlement be named Boston, in honor of Boston, in Lincolnshire, England, from which many 


of the settlers had come. 


Traces of the Church in New England begin with the arrival of the Jesuit missioner, Peter 
Biard, among the Abenaki Indians of Maine, in June, 1611; others followed in 1643. In 1756, 
nearly 2,000 exiled Acadians landed in Massachusetts but were denied the services of a priest. 
Rev. Claude F. Bouchard, called Abbé de la Poterie, chaplain of the French Fleet, which was 


based in the West Indies and which in the summer of 1788 made a cruise to northern waters, 


‘Massachusetts then included the District of Maine, Rhode Island and Connecticut. 


remained in Boston after the departure of the fleet, September 28 of the same year. He was the 
first resident priest. The first public Mass in Boston was celebrated in an old Huguenot church, 
on Sunday, November 2, 1788. This first Catholic Church in Boston was dedicated to the Holy 
Cross. In 1790, the Rev. John Thayer, a convert, was sent as second resident priest to take care 
of the Catholic colony numbering less than two hundred, with an increase to five hundred in 1805. 
In the Spring of 1791, Bishop Carroll, of Baltimore, made a visit to the parish. Father Thayer 
was replaced in 1792 by Rev. Francis A, Matignon, a French priest exiled by the Revolution, 


who, in 1796, invited his old friend and associate, the Rev. John Louis de Cheverus, then in 


exile in England, to help him in Boston. In 1803, Bishop Carroll dedicated the new church 


of Holy Cross. 


Separated from Baltimore and created as the Diocese of Boston, by the Bull: Ex debito 
Pastoralis O fficii, of Pope Pius VII, dated April 8, 1808, embracing New Hampshire and Vermont, 


Because of 


difficulties of communication, the bull took two years to arrive. The diocese was a suffragan See 


of Baltimore until 1851, when it became suffragan of New York. 


Established as Archdiocese by the Bull: Quae Dei Ecclesiae perutila fore, of Pope Pius IX, 
dated February 12, 1875, with the dioceses of Portland, Burlington, Springfield, Hartford 
and Providence as suffragan Sees. In 1953, the diocese of Hartford was separated from Boston 
and elevated as archdiocese; the See of Providence became its suffragan. Today the Archdiocese 
of Boston has as suffragan Sees the dioceses of Fall River, Springfield and Worcester in Massa- 


chusetts; Portland in Maine; Burlington in Vermont; and Manchester in New Hampshire. 


The Archdiocese of Boston comprises today the Counties of Essex, Middlesex, Suffolk, Nor- 


folk and Plymouth; the towns of Mattapoisett, Marion and Wareham excepted.

Engaged in pastoral work in the diocese of Laval, 
France, of which he was vicar-general and acted as 
canon of the Cathedral of Mayenne until, refusing to 
support the Civil Constitution of the Clergy, he was 
imprisoned in Paris in the Convent of the Cordeliers. 
Escaped from prison, June, 1792, acted as tutor in Eng- 
land and ministered there to the French refugees, 1792- 
1796. Engaged in missionary work in America among 
the Penobscot Indians and other faithful in Maine and 
Massachusetts, 1796-1808.

Elected by Pope Pius VII, to the newly erected See of 
Boston, April 8, 1808.

It seems that Bishop de Cheverus did not make use of a coat of arms 
when he was bishop of Boston, although I am inclined to believe that 
the coat of arms he used as Bishop of Montauban, France, and later as 
Archbishop of Bordeaux, was selected in memory of his years of 


episcopacy in Boston. 


The first Catholic church in Boston, which later became the Cathe- 
dral, was dedicated to the Holy Cross, and it is the black cross that 
appears on his coat. All his successors used the Cross in their arms, 
and the Cross on the diocesan coat is in memory of the Cathedral 


dedication. 


Bishop de Cheverus never used his family “armes parlantes” which 


are: “Gules, three goats’ heads eradicated argent.” 


Upon becoming Archbishop of Bordeaux, his coat of arms remained 
the same as in Montauban, and was surmounted by the crown of a 
count and the cardinal’s hat, enveloped by the blue mantle embroidered 
in gold and lined with ermine, which privilege was granted to the peers

James the Greater, apostle, (the three scallop shells) as traditionally 
borne by pilgrims to the famous shrine of St. James at Compostella 
in Spain.

SIGNIFICANCE — The gold indented cross on a blue field sym- 
bolizes his ordination to the priesthood and also the College of the 
Holy Cross, of which he is a graduate. In the center of the cross 
the disc with the name of Jesus is the heraldic representation of the 
Holy Eucharist. The two fish, red for martyrdom, are an heraldic 
device to represent St. Peter the Apostle. They stand for Bishop 
Markham’s connection with St. Peter’s Parish in Lowell, the parish 
of his birth and the parish to which he returned as pastor in 1942. 
The chief displays a half figure of a lion on a gold background. ‘This 
“demi-lion” is in honor of Saint Mark and has been used in the 
Markham family for several centuries. The cross behind the shield 
is to show Bishop Markham’s membership in the Knights of Malta, 
the Order of St. John of Jerusalem.

SIGNIFICANCE — The golden stag’s head on a blue field is the 
charge or mark by which most of the MacKenzie families of Scotland 
identify themselves. “Caboshed” means that the head of the animal 
is seen without the neck. The ancient shield of the Hogans, the family 
of the Bishop’s mother, bears three annulets or rings on a golden 
“chief.” Two of these rings have been retained to honor the Bishop’s 
mother. The book on the red vertical bar and the crown placed upon 
it, symbolize King Eric, martyr and saint. The crown on the open book 
refers to the Saint as “Lawgiver and King,” while the red background 
recalls his martyrdom. 


The motto of Bishop MacKenzie is taken from Psalm 118 and refers 
to the Bishop’s judicial position as Officialis of the Archdiocese of 
Boston.

SIGNIFICANCE — The blue field contains three charges: a 
crown, spears and shamrocks, they are an allusion to the family 
name of Minihan. The golden crown is taken from the shield of 
Munster (Eire), since the surname of Minihan means in Gaelic 
“descendants of Munster men.’ The three spears recall an ancient 
legend concerning the forebears of the Bishop’s family, who were of 
_the O'Driscoll sept. After they had returned to Munster from a 
defensive expedition in a neighboring province, they alone retained 
the surname Minihan. The three silver shamrocks around the crown 
are a tribute to Cardinal O’Connell, who bore these charges in his 
coat of arms, whom the Bishop served as secretary. 

The red ship in the chief refers to the Prelate’s descent from the 
O’Driscolls, who, before the twelfth century, were the first family 


of South Munster and whose silver shield bore a two-masted ship.

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SEAL OF THE STAVE OF VERMONT 
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The seal of Vermont, designed by Ira Allen and cut by Reuben 

“ean in 1778, was accepted by the General Assembly in 1779. Several 

ations of the design were used, but in 1937 the Assembly pro- 
ded for a “faithful reproduction of the original. 

Attempts to interpret the seal were characterized in 1937 as “frankly 
guesswork.” The wooden hills are the Green Mountains. The sheaves 
represent agriculture; the cow, dairying. The top wavy lines may be 
clouds; the bottom ones, the waters of Lake Champlain and _ the 
rivers of the State. The object opposite the cow may be a spontoon 
(a short pike used by commissioned officers of the early United States 
militia), a fleur-de-lis, or just a decoration. 

The pine tree was familiar in New England on early flags, shillings, 
and the like. The fourteen branches without a “leader,” or center 
branch, rising directly from the trunk, may recall Vermont’s reaction 
to its exclusion from the Thirteen Original States. 

One version of the tree origin is that it was made from a carving 
on a horn cup. The tree on the cup was drawn from a 175-foot giant 
near the town of Arlington. The tree is now owned by the town as a 
memorial to the seal. | 

Since Vermont was the fourteenth State admitted to the Union, 
the motto “Freedom and Unity” may imply that the United States 
should be free and that Vermont should be united with it.

SIGNIFICANCE — The field of green (vert) culminating in the 
three peaks suggested by the “dancettée” lines between field and chief 
represents the State of Vermont.

The cross fleur-de-lis is a re- 
minder of the introduction of the Faith in Vermont by early French 
missionaries.

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DIOCESE OF BURLINGTON 


(Dioecesis Burlingtonensis ) 


The State of Vermont, in which is located Burlington, is one of the New England States 
which extends from the line of Massachusetts, on the south, 42° 44’ N. lat. to the Province of Que- 
bec in Canada, on the north, at 45° N. lat.; its eastern boundary, throughout its entire length 1s 
the Connecticut River which separates it from New Hampshire; it 1s bounded on the west by New 
York, from which it is separated by Lake Champlain for a distance of more than one hundred 
miles south of the Canadian border. Samuel de Champlain, a Catholic nobleman, was undoubt- 
edly the first white man to sail through the lake to which his name was afterwards given; it had 
been known to the French settlers as Lac des Iroquois. The country on both sides of the lake 
was then, in 1609, occupied by the froquois tribes. A half century later when the first white 
settlers came into the Champlain Valley, they found it occupied by the Algonquins, as was the 
whole of New England. 

Burlington, named for the Burling family, pioneer landholders, was chartered in 1763 and 
organized in 1797. 

The first sacred edifice to be erected within the state was a little chapel at Fort Anne, built 
in 1666; the Sacrifice of the Mass there offered up was the earliest Christian Sacrifice within the 
territory that now comprises the State of Vermont. In 1668, Bishop Montmorency de Laval, the 
first bishop of Quebec, administered the Sacrament of Confirmation at Fort Anne. This was un- 
doubtedly the first administration of Confirmation in New England, and probably in the United 
States. 

In the early years of the seventeenth century, the Jesuits established several missions in the 
vicinity of Lake Champlain. Vermont was included within the jurisdiction of the Diocese of Balti- 
more, established. in 1789, but the Bishop of Quebec continued to look after the spiritual interests 
of the Catholic settlers and Indians. : 

During Revolutionary times, Vermont was established as an independent republic and, after 
fourteen years of independence, it was received into the Union, on March 14, 1791, as the four- 
teenth State. 

When the Diocese of Boston was created in 1808, Vermont became part of the diocese. In 
1818, Father Mignault, of Chambly, Quebec, Canada, was appointed as vicar-general of that part 
of the Diocese of Boston, by Bishop de Cheverus, of Boston, and continued in that capacity until 
1853. The first resident priest in Vermont was the Rev. Jeremiah O'Callaghan, who, in 1830, 
was sent by Bishop Fenwick, of Boston. In that same year the Bishop made his first pastoral visit. 
In 1852, a meeting of the bishops of the Province of New York asked the Holy See to erect Ver- 
mont into a diocese, with Burlington as the titular city. There. were five priests, ten churches 
and about 20,000 Catholics scattered throughout Vermont.

reclines under a pine tree ona shield. The moose is a native of 


| Maine, and at the time the scal was designed the eastern white pine 
(Pinus strobus) was considered the most useful of American pines for 
ship masts. The husbandman resting on the scythe represents the land 
as well as agriculture. The seaman resting on an anchor represents 
the sea as well as commerce and fisheries. The crest is the North Star, 
indicating that Maine was the most northern State at that time. 
Minnesota has now taken over this honor. . The star as a guide, for 
sailors exemplifies the motto Dirigo, “I direct.” 

The designer is not officially known, but the Portland Gazette in 
1820 gave the credit for the idea to Benjamin Vaughan of Hallowell, 


and the interpretation to Colonel Isaac G. Reed.

Maine was the name given as carly as 1622 to distinguish the mainland from the islands. It 
was called “the Mayn Land of New England,” and in the great charter “Province of Maine.” It 1s 
one of the New England group of North Atlantic States of the most easterly state of the Union. 
es eaveen lat. 494 loandy4% 28° Ne and between long.60- 57’ and 71° 7’ W. It is bounded 
on the north by Quebec and New Brunswick, provinces of Canada; on the east by New Brunswick 
and the Atlantic Ocean; on the south by the Atlantic Ocean; and on the west by the state of 
New Hampshire and the Province of Quebec. A charter issued by William and Mary of England, 
in 1691, combined the provinces of Massachusctts, Plymouth, Acadia, Maine and Sagadahoc, into 
one province called “The Royal Province of Massachusetts Bay.” Maine was now part of 
Massachusetts, and so continued until 1820. The people of Maine were divided in their alle- 
giance and the separatist movement gained ground during the War of 1812. Maine was admitted 
into the Union as a state March 15, 1820. 

The earliest attempts at Catholic colonization in the north or east of what is now known 
as the United States, took place in Northern Maine in 1604, sixteen years before the Pilgrims 
landed at Plymouth. Henry IV, King of France, gave authority to Pierre de Gaust, Sicur de Monts, 
to establish a colony at the 40° and 46° of north latitude. The colony was established on an island 
he named Sainte-Croix, Holy Cross, and Mass was celebrated in July, 1604, for the first time in 
New England. The Jesuits, Father Peter Biard and Father Enemond Massé, came to Maine and 
began their successful labors among the Abenakis. Some Capuchins came afterwards along the 
coast. In 1730, and for a long period during the wars, the Indians were without missionaries; yet 
they remained faithful. After the War of Independence, when Bishop Carroll was consecrated 
as the first bishop in the United States, the Indians sent a deputation in 1790 to ask him for a 
priest. The foundation of the Church in Maine practically dates from the arrival of Father 
John de Cheverus, from Boston in 1797. to take charge of the two Indian Missions at Old Town 
and Pleasant Point, and visited them every year until 1804. In the latter part of the eighteenth 
century some immigrants from Ireland came to Maine and settled at Damariscotta. The first Mass 
was said in Portland by Bishop de Cheverus, of Boston, in 1822. 

At the request of the Fathers of the First Plenary Council of Baltimore, Portland was 
erected as a diocese, suffragan of New York, by the Bull: “Apostolicae servitutis officium” of Pope 
Pius IX, dated July 29, 1853, embracing the States of Maine and New Hampshire. The Very 
Rev. Henry B. Coskery, vicar-general of Baltimore, elected to the See, declined the appointment 
and returned the bulls; it was not until 1855 that Portland obtained its first bishop. Bishop Fitz- 
patrick, of Boston, served as administrator of the diocese until the election of Bishop Bacon, 
In 1875, the Diocese of Portland became a suffragan See of Boston.

In the early beginning of the eighteenth century some of the Puritans of Central and West- 
ern Massachusetts became Catholics in a remarkable manner: children taken captive by the French 
and Indians at Deerfield and Westboro, were carried to Canada and there educated in the Catholic 
Faith. At the time of the Revolutionary War, many Irishmen lived in Central and Western 
Massachusetts, but there is no evidence that they contributed in any way to upbuilding the 
future Church of Springfield. The foundation of that Church was laid by the Irish immi- 
grants when, in 1826 and later, they came to Worcester, Chicopee (then a part of Springfield), and 
Pittsfield, to work on the railroads and in factorics. In 1830, Father James Fitton celebrated 
Mass in Chicopee, and his labors extended from Boston on the east, to Great Barrington in the 
Berkshires on the west. The first resident pastor of Western Massachusetts was the Rev. John 


Brady who, in 1841, assumed charge of the parish of Chicopee.

Since any device 
on a shicld is known as a charge or bearing, the orb may well be 
called a “Christ bearing,” symbolically referring to Our Blessed Lady, 
the first bearer of Christ, and also to St. Christopher. ‘The three 
ermine spots are taken from the coat of arms of the Dwyer family 
of Ireland, the Bishop’s mother’s name, and they pay homage to 
Cardinal Spellman, under whom the Bishop served as a priest of the 


Archdiocese of New York and as a chaplain in the armed forces.

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DIOCESEv OF MANCHESTER 


(Dioecesis Manchesteriensts ) 


New Hampshire, one of the original states of the Union, is located in the northeastern division 
of New England. Its first name was applied to a part of its territory in a grant from the Plymouth 
Company, to Captain John Mason, of Hampshire, England, in 1629. ‘The state is bounded on 
the north by the Province of Quebec, on the east by Maine, on the southeast by the Atlantic 
Ocean and Essex County, Massachusetts, on the south by Massachusetts, and on the west by 
Vermont. The divisional line is the west bank of the Connecticut River and the Province 
of Quebec. The first settlement, in the region where Manchester is today, was made in 1722, and 
for a few years it was called Amoskeag and Tyngstown. In 1751 it was incorporated as Derry- 


field, and in 1810 the name was changed to Manchester and became a city in 1846. 


Few Catholics appear among the settlers in New Hampshire, especially as they were banned 


by the Charter of Plymouth Council, which excluded from New England all who had not taken 


the Oath of Supremacy. Catholics were denied the right of freemen under the Royal Commission 
of 1679, which required the Oath of Supremacy. The State Constitutional Convention of 1791 
refused to amend the constitution of 1784, by abolishing the religious test that excluded Catholics 
from official functions. The convention of 1889 abolished this distinction. Mass was first celebrated 
as early as 1694, but the real history of Catholicity can hardly be said to begin until a century and 


a quarter later. 


The first priest permanently located in New Hampshire was the Rev. Virgil Barber, a con- 
verted Episcopalian minister, whom Bishop de Cheverus of Boston sent to Claremont in 1822. 
In 1848, Manchester with a population of three hundred was given its first resident priest. In 
1853, Maine and New Hampshire were created a diocese, and for twenty years were part of the 
Diocese of Portland.

The site along the granite ledge above Mount Hope Bay was settled in 1656 as Freemen’s Pur- 
chase by grantees of the Plymouth colony. The land had been obtained by the treaty with Massasoit, 
chief of the Wampanoags. The Indians called the cascading river here Quequechan, meaning “it 
leaps and bounds” or “falling water.” Fall River was a natural English equivalent. The settlement 
of Pocasset in Freetown was incorporated as the town of Fall River in 1803, but from 1804 to 1834 
it was officially known as Troy. In 1834, the present name was restored, and in 1854 it was 


chartered as a city. 


The origins of the Catholicity in that territory are the same as those in Providence, because this 
part, situated in southeastern Massachusetts and embracing Fall River, was part of the Diocese of 
Providence erected in 1872. Before that it had been under the jurisdiction of the Bishop of Boston 
since 1808. 


Separated from Providence and erected as the Diocese of Fall River, suffragan of Boston, 
by the Bull: Supremi Apostolatus officium, of Pope Pius X, dated March 12, 1904. It was the first 
diocese established by the new pope. 


The Diocese today comprises the Counties of Bristol, Dukes, Barnstable and Nantucket, the 


towns of Marion, Mattapoisett and Wareham in Plymouth County, in the State of Massachusetts.

Four of the original 
torteaux, or red discs, of this coat have been retained and given the 
place of honor in the uppermost part of the shield, the “chief.” ‘The 
golden cross fleurettée, taken from the arms of Boston, recalls the 
beginnings of ecclesiastical organization in New kngland under a 
French Bishop, Jean Lefebvre de Cheverus, first Bishop of Boston, 
and later Cardinal Archbishop of Bordeaux, the fleur-de-lis being 
the heraldic symbol of France. The cross, as one of the early symbols 
of the Papacy, also denotes the communion with Rome and the Ameri- 
can See of Worcester. Finally it proclaims the major theme “Christ 
and Him crucified” in the preaching of Saint Paul, the titular of the 


Cathedral of Worcester.

DIOCESE OF WORCESTER 


(Dioecesis Wigorniensis) 


A settlement was made in Worcester in 1673-74, called Quinsigamond Plantation. ‘The 
Indians were hostile to the settlers from the first, and the whites abandoned the settlement. Another 
attempt, this time by some settlers who came from Worcester, England, was made in 1683, but 
again in a few years the Indians forced them to leave. Finally in 1713 a permanent scttlement was 
made; in 1722 Worcester was incorporated as a town, and as a city in 1848. 

The first Catholics of Worcester were probably, in a vague sort of a way, under the ecclesi- 
astical jurisdiction of the English Vicars Apostolic, while those of Canadian origin would have a 
certain allegiance to the authoritics of Quebec. In 1789, Pope Pius VI, recognizing the Catholic 
Church in the American Republic, established the Diocese of Baltimore with Bishop John Carroll as 
first Ordinary. This vast jurisdiction was divided nineteen years later, in 1808, by the erection of four 
suffragan sees. The first Bishop of Boston had jurisdiction over all New England; Worcester was 
a part of the Diocese of Boston for sixty-two years, until the erection, in 1870, of the Diocese of 
Springfield, comprising then Central and Western Massachusetts. Worcester being a part of the 
dioceses of Boston and Springfield, the origins of the Catholic Faith in Central Massachusetts 
are the same. 

Some Acadians were quartered in Worcester in 1755, but the last one returned to Canada ten 
years later. In 1834, Rev. James Fitton, a priest from the diocese of Boston laid at Worcester 
the foundation of the first church which was built in the territory. He became pastor in 1836; his 
parish was composed mainly of Irish, though it also included French, English and Americans. 
In 1843 the Jesuits established at Worcester a school which they called Holy Cross, after the 
Cathedral of Boston, and which was the first Catholic college for men in New England. In 1846, 
Rey. Zephirin Levéque, a priest of the Diocese of Quebec, was sent to Worcester by Bishop Fitz- 
patrick, of Boston, to take care of the spiritual welfare of the French Canadians. The Bishop 
also placed under his care the Canadian Catholics of Manchester, New Hampshire, and those 
of other places. In this way the first Canadian parish of the Diocese of Boston was established. 

By a Bull of Pope Pius XII: Ad animarum bonum, dated January 14, 1950, Central Massa- 
chusetts was detached from Springfield and erected as the Diocese of Worcester, suffragan of 
Boston. |

From the first colonial seal until the one approved by the General 
Assembly of 1931, Connecticut seals have carried grapevines on an 
oval, with the Latin motto Qui transtulit sustinet, usually translated, 
“He who transplanted continues to sustain.” The present seal shows 
three grapevines, two above and one below. Around the border is the 
legend, Sigillum Reipublicae Connecticutensis, “Seal of the Republic 
of Connecticut.” 

According to tradition, the first seal was suggested by George Fenwick 
of Saybrook in the middle 1660's. The vines are believed to symbolize 
the colony brought over and planted in the wilderness. The 80th Psalm 
contains the words, ““Thou hast brought a vine out of Egypt; thou 
hast cast out the heathen and planted it.” ‘The motto implies that, since 
God brought the colonies to this country, He will continue to take care 


of them. The seal is 2!4 inches high and forms an ellipse.

Connecticut — “The Nutmeg State” or “The Constitutional State,” 1s the southwesternmost 
of the six New England States; bounded by Massachusetts on the north; Long Island Sound on the 
south; Rhode Island on the east; and New York on the west. Hartford is the capital of the State 
of Connecticut. 

The origins of Hartford correlate closcly with the beginnings of the white man civilization in 
New England. The Pilgrims landed in 1620. The first English settlement was established on the 
Connecticut River at Windsor, by traders from the Plymouth colony in 1633. For a century and 
a half Congregationalism was the established religion supported by public taxation. Not until 
the adoption of the Constitution in 1818 did the principle of religious freedom receive govern- 
mental recognition. 

The vestiges of Catholic travelers and sojourners in the territory embraced by the Arch- 
diocese of Hartford are numerous. Irish immigrants were scattered throughout the colony and 
rendered notable service during the Pequot war of 1637; Spanish, Portuguese and French sailors 
and adventurers landed at New London and other ports of the State; some remained to spend 
their lives and lose their faith among those by whom the Catholic Church was hated or feared. 

In 1756, four hundred Acadians were scattered in the State. Bishop de Cheverus and Bishop 
Fenwick, of Boston, made occasional visits to Connecticut. In August, 1828, Rev. Bernard O'Cava- 
naugh was appointed first resident priest of the present Archdiocese of Hartford; his parish com- 
prising the State of Connecticut. At the erection of the Diocese in 1843, there were but three 
resident priests. 

At the solicitation of the Fifth Provincial Council of Baltimore, Pope Gregory XVI, by 
his Apostolic Letters: Jn suprema militantis Ecclesiae specula, dated November 28, 1843, erected 
the Diocese of Hartford as suffragan See of Baltimore, and assigned to it the States of Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island, which had formed part of the Diocese of Boston for more than thirty- 
five years. As Providence was the most populated city, the Bishop of Hartford resided there 
until 1872, when a new See was erected; it became a suffragan See of New York in 1851, and of 
Boston in 1875. 

It was separated from the ecclesiastical Province of Boston and established as a Metropolitan 
See by the Bull: Considerantibus Nobss, of Pope Pius XII, dated August 6, 1953, with the Diocese 
of Providence and the newly erected Dioceses of Norwich and Bridgeport as suffragan Sees. 

Comprises today the Counties of Hartford, Litchfield and New Haven in the State of Con- 
necticut.

SIGNIFICANCE — This coat is based on the arms of the Hackett 
family of Ireland. Both the Irish and English Hacketts bore three 
silver fish hauriant on a blue field as allusive arms to their name. 
It is probable that “hake” and “Hackett” were pronounced alike as 
regards the first syllable; hence the hake as the symbol of the Hacketts. 
The hakes have been differenced by the addition of a golden fleur-de- 
lis to the mouth of each, as a reference to the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
and to the fact the prelate made his studics in philosophy and theology 
in Franee, and was ordained by Cardinal Verdier, Archbishop of Paris. 
The indented lines of the chicf are in honor of Saint Joseph, the car- 
penter and foster father of Our Lord, patron of the Bishop. ‘The chief 
emblazoned with lozenges is from the arms of the Whalen family of 
the Bishop’s mother. The eagle is the symbol of Saint John the Evan- 
gclist, the baptismal patron of the Bishop. 

The motto derives from the Cospel of St. John (4:15) and reads: 


“Abide in Me and I in you.”

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SEAL OF THE STATE OF RHODE ISLAND 


The motto “Hope” and an anchor have been on Rhode Island seals 
since 1647. The motto points to the uncertain future which the young 
settlement faced with confidence. 

The anchor symbolizes both the principle of civil and_ religious 
liberty which led to the founding of the Colony and the faith which 
served its citizens as an anchor. 

The present seal, adopted in 1875, carries the full name of the 
State, “Rhode Island and Providence Plantations.” Roger Williams, 
founder of the Colony, took the name ‘Providence’ for his settlement 
to acknowledge “God’s providence to him in his distress” at the time 
he was driven from Massachusetts. The date 1636 is the year in which 
Williams established his new plantation. 

Around the border is the legend “Seal of the State of Rhode Island 
and Providence Plantations, 1636.”

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DIOCESE OFePROVIDENGE 


(Dioecesis Providentiensts ) 


The State of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations, one of the thirteen original states, is 
the smallest state in the Union. It is situated between lat. 41° 18" and 49°°3° “N° and between 
long. 71° 8’ and 71° 53’; bounded on the north by Massachusetts; on the east and south by the 
Atlantic Ocean; and on the west by Connecticut. The settlement of Rhode Island was at first a 
separate colony. A large island on the east side of Narragansett Bay, called by the Dutch, “Roode 
Eylandt” was purchased by settlers in 1638, In 1644, a charter united the settlements of Provi- 
dence and Rhode Island under one administration, the name of the colony being Rhode Island 
and Providence Plantations. This charter was confirmed by Cromwell in 1655 and in 1663 by 
Charles II of England, and remained for 180 years the law of Rhode Island. 


Providence, the capital of the State, was founded by Roger Williams, in 1636, and was the 
first permanent white settlement in Rhode Island. In 1644, he obtained a charter for the colony 
and this parliamentary charter was replaced by a royal charter in 1663, following the restora- 
tion of the monarchy in England. On May 4, 1776, the Rhode Island Independence Act was 
passed, anticipating by two months the Declaration of Independence. 


It is said that in 1680 there was not one Catholic in the colony, and for a long period their 
number must have been small. The first appearance of Roman Catholic worship in the colony of 
Rhode Island was in the latter part of 1780, when the French Army, under Rochambeau, en- 
camped at Newport and Providence. ‘There were several chaplains with the army who often said 
Mass publicly. In February, 1783, the colonial legislature repealed the act disfranchizing Roman 
Catholics. In 1828 there were probably less than 1,000 Catholics in the State, and in that year 
Bishop Fenwick, of Boston, assigned the first priest to Rhode Island, the Rev. Robert Woodley ; 
his “parish” included all of Rhode Island, and the territory east of Massachusetts. A church was built 
at Pawtucket in 1829. When Hartford was established as a diocese in 1843, the State of Rhode 
Island, with a population of about 5,000 Catholics, became part of the new diocese. The City of 
Providence was the residence of the Bishop of Hartford until 1847, when a Brief authorizing the 
transfer of residence was obtained from the Propaganda. In 1872, the Diocese of Hartford was 
divided and the Diocese of Providence erected, including all of Rhode Island and in Massachusetts, 
the counties of Bristol, Barnstable, Dukes and Nantucket, also the towns of Mattapoisett, Marion 
and Wareham in the County of Plymouth. 


Erected as the Diocese of Providence by the Bull: Quod Catholico Nomini bene prospere, of 
Pope Pius IX, dated January 31, 1872. In 1904 that portion of Southern Massachusetts was de- 
tached to form the new Diocese of Fall River. Providence was suffragan of New York until 1875, 
and later became suffragan of Boston; finally, suffragan of Hartford in 1953.

SIGNIFICANCE — The green field strewn with golden trefoils, 
the heraldic appellation of a shamrock, honors St. Patrick, the titular 
of the Cathedral. The tower of a castle is the ancient signification 
of a town or village. Remains of Roman towers are still extant in the 
vicinity of Norwich, England. The present coat of arms of Norwich, 
England, displays a domed castle. Norwich, Connecticut, derived its 
name from this like-named town in England and was called Mohegan 
until 1662. Mohegan is a derivation of Mohican. It is in Norwich 
that Uncas, the Mohican Chief, is buried. Norwich is derived from 
two roots; by an elision North has become “Nor”; Wich or Wick 
from “Wic” or ‘Vic” is old English for a village, or pace where people 
live. This suffix is in turn derived from the Latin “Vicus”’ village. 
Traces of the early name remain in the Latin of today for Norwich: 
Nordovicum or Norvicus. The prefix “Nor”? (North) is symbolized 
by the North Star which is also a symbol of Our Lady as Stella Marts 
and Stella Matutina. Thus, Our Lady, who is already patroness of 
the United States, is also represented in the name of the Diocese.

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DIOCESE OF NORWICH 


(Dioecesis Norvicensis ) 


The region where Norwich is now situated was granted by Uncas, the Mohegan chief, to 
the English who aided him against his enemy Miantonomo; he was the ally of the English dur- 
ing his life in all the wars against the Indians. The first permanent white settlers came from 
Saybrook in 1660. Four hundred Acadian refugees came in 1756. ‘The town was incorporated in 
1685, and in 1784, a city charter was granted. 

In 1791, Bishop Carroll, of Baltimore, visited New London; in 1793, a converted minister, the 
Rev. John Thayer, made a pioneering missionary journey to Norwich; in 1823, Bishop de Cheverus, 
of Boston, celebrated Mass at New London, baptized and preached in two Protestant churches. 
In 1843, the whole State of Connecticut was erected as Diocese of Hartford, under the jurisdiction 


of its first bishop, William Tyler.

SIGNIFICANCE — The arms of the Bishop are based on those 
of the Flanagans of Roscommon, which consist of a silver field bear- 
ing a red chevron charged with two golden lions. “Uhe held of gthe 
shield has been differenced, as is a custom in prelatical heraldry, by 
rows of squares, alternately silver and red, known as “checky” in 
heraldry. The checky field is a modification of the counter-company 
bend (diagonal bar) which composes the reputed coat of arms of 
St. Bernard of Clairvaux, the baptismal patron of the Bishop. St. 
Bernard antedated heraldry, but at the dawn of heraldry the Cister- 
cians composed a coat of arms to honor the great saint who reformed 
their rule. 

The motto, Respice ad Mariam, is taken from the homily of St. 
Bernard in Lesson V of the Second Nocturn of Matins in the Office 
of the Feast of the Most Holy Name of Mary.

SIGNIFICANCE — The tinctures, blue and silver, are those of 
the Mother of God, who is patroness of the United States under the 
title of her Immaculate Conception. The silver bridge above the wavy 
bars, alternately blue and ‘silver, forms a specimen of canting arms 
or armes parlantes. We are told in “Names on the Land,” by George 
R. Stewart: “In Connecticut, the people of a little village, proud of 
having a new drawbridge, established themselves ofhicially as Bridge- 
port.” Hence, the bridge is a most appropriate symbol for the Diocese 
of Bridgeport. The wavy blue and silver lines beneath the bridge 
represent water in heraldry and afford an adequate expression of 
“port” in the name of the city. Bridgeport was called Pequonnock 
until 1701, and then Stratfield. The Borough of Bridgeport was in- 
corporated in 1800; the town in 1821; the city in 1836. The Cross 
of Our Faith above the bridge dignifies the other symbols and identifies 


the coat as that of a jurisdiction of the Roman Catholic Church.

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DIOCESE OF BRIDGEPORT 


(Dioecesis Bridgeportensis) 


The site of Bridgeport was probably first settled by the whites in 1639-1640; shortly after 
settlements were made at Fairfield and Stratford. The location was called Pequonnock after the 
Pequonnock Indians who occupied three villages there. In 1694 the name was changed to Fair- 
field Village, and in 1701 it was changed again to Stratfield, and to Newfield in 1798. On 
October 28, 1800, the village of Newfield was incorporated as the Borough of Bridgeport, so 


named because of the bridge over the Pequonnock; incorporated as a town, June 11, 1821. 


The first priest came into that territory in 1828, and in 1843 it became a part of the 
Diocese of Hartford. 


Separated from Hartford and erected as the Diocese of Bridgeport by a Bull of Pope Pius

ROME — The Vatican announced yesterday that 
Pope Paul VI had accepted the resignation of Richard J. 
Cardinal Cushing, 75, as archbishop of Boston and named 
a Portuguese-American as his successor. 

The archbishop-desivnate is Bishop Humberto S. 
Medeiros, 64, of Brownsville, Tex. He is involved in the 
problems of poverty and has won international reputation 
as an advocate of social justice. 

The new archbishop of Boston was born in the Azores 
Islands, a province of Portugal, and immigrated to the 
United States with his family when he was 15. Before his 
assignment in Texas, he was a diocesan Official in Fall 
River, Mass., where he was also in charge of pastoral 
work among Purtuguese-speaking Roman Catholics. 

THE APPOINTMENT of a prelate of Portuguese 
background to the see of Boston, long considered a cita- 
del of Irish Catholicism; was felt here to be unusual. 

An American churchman of Irish extraction observed 
here smilingly that ‘‘Cardinal Cushing was a kind ot 
ecclesiastical last hurrah.”’ 

The prelate, who wanted to remain anonymous. was 
alluding to Edwin O’Connor’s novel, ‘“The Last Hurrah.” 
which depicts the twilight of an old-time Irish political 
boss and the advent of a new Style in Boston politics. 

Cardinal Cushing has on occasion said that he in- 
tended to devote his remaining years to the apostolate 
in the south of the American hemisphere. 

HOWEVER, HE has suffered bronchial ailments in 
recent years and yesterday he said in Boston he was too

uncertain health made it impossible for him to carry on 
as archbishop.

He became an American citizen in 1940 and worked 
as a sweeper in a textile mill while he learned English, 
going to Catholic University in Washington after com- 
pleting a four-year high schoo] program at Fall River in 
two years. He was ordained in 1946. 

A brother, Manuel, is a custodian at a Fall River 
high school, another brother, Lionel, is a custodian in the 
Somerset, Mass., school system, and a sister, Natalia, 
is employed in a Fall River garment shop. 

Bishop Medeiros attended the North American Col- 
lege in Rome and returned to Catholic University to earn 
a doctorate.
